There are two factors that make for a great school. The first is a strong and lasting tradition and the second is the ability 
to change with the changing times. At first glance, they may seem to be opposing forces but the future of St. Mike's 
depends on them being in balance. 

The tradition of St. Mike's has to do with the legacy of generations of alumni, families, staff and Basilians. The Archives 
of St. Michael's has been developed over the past years, first by the late Fr. Bill O'Brien C.S.B. '40 and then by 
Fr. Leonard Kennedy, C.S.B. . After Fr. Kennedy's retirement in 2007, Mr. Richard McQuade, a history teacher retired from 
theTCDSB and certified archivist, was hired to take on this role that is so vital to the tradition of St. Mike's. This past 
summer the archives were moved to the second floor of the arena. This new space provides excellent facilities for the 
housing of our historical records and materials. Plans are under way for a museum section that will display artifacts from 
St. Michael's 157 year history. 

Change at St. Michael's has been evident in three important developments. The first is that we have been extremely 
successful in recruiting students from the core city schools. In part, this has happened because of more focused 
recruitment efforts and in part because of more generous financial assistance. St. Michael's is being enriched by the 
diversity of these smart young men from the city-core who want to come to the school. 

Another change has been the development of the Learning Resource Centre. Here, more and more students are getting 
the support they need to succeed. This is part of an overall effort to provide a more nurturing environment for the young 
men to whom we minister. 

The third sign of change is the building of the Performing Arts Centre. It will provide a wonderful addition to the 
excellent facilities of SMCS and lead to the enhancement of our arts program. 

Tradition and change are alive and well at St. Michael's College School and this bodes well for the future of our school.

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Jack's Story - "A Voice 
Capable of Compassion, 
Sacrifice and Endurance..."

In the last issue, we introduced Jack Czarnota '86, our London, UK Alumni Chapter representative. In 2008, jack took 
voluntary redundancy from a very 24/7 hectic life in London's financial world, and has since set out on a personal 
"marathon of hope" to raise money for pediatric epilepsy related charities since his five-year old son, Luke, suffers from 
it. Jack visited the school last year and caught up with classmate Mike Ross '86. We have subsequently exchanged 
e-mails from which I have discovered some extraordinary dreams, ambitions and dedication about this man. Some are 
a little personal; however, lack has allowed us to tell the story of an event that has changed his life and that of his wife, 
Catherine. 

This is lack's story. 

Dear Joe, 

One thing that I remember about my visit to the school last September was talking about St. Mike's and raising money for 
a new theatre. I felt bad because I couldn't possibly give as much as I wanted to, or as much as I felt I should have when 
I was "rolling" in it. You reminded me it wasn't about the money; it was about the friendships I have made along the way 
especially through the memories and contacts at St. Michael's. I recall reading the moving article on Jack McMaster '57 
and those remarkable models of friendship and giving who came to his support. That got me thinking. Since then, my 
fundraising efforts with my friends from St. Mike's and others have shown me those models still exist. 

When I started fundraising for the UK Epilepsy Society, 
I wrote Christmas cards to 560 people. This was the first 
set of cards I had ever written in over 20 years and it 
took me two months to write them. They weren't easy 
to write especially to SMC guys who I hadn't contacted 
in over 25 years. What made it all the more difficult was 
that I was asking for money. 

Joe, the response was incredible. The first call I took 
was from Massimo Giovannetti '86, who I never really 
hung out with, but I knew had a bigger mouth than 
me which I discovered, not on the debating team, 
but in the locker room after 2:35 p.m. He has, as I 
discovered, a bigger heart too. He has four daughters 
and really felt some of the problems our son Luke was 
experiencing. When Massimo called me in December 
with a desire to help, it was the first time I had spoken 
to him since graduation. The next to call and donate 
through the website was Tom Brown '86 who sent me 
a wonderful letter indicating how my charity marathon 
made him feel about his own not keeping up with 
volunteering down at the soup kitchen. My card was a

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motivation for him to resume his work there. I can't tell you how touched I was and still am by the social responsibilities 
these and others felt. 

In the letter that I sent out, I mentioned that there was a contest to guess my running time. The person closest would 
be our guest at any restaurant they and their partner wanted to dine in across North America or Europe. One guy that 
pushed me hard for an inside scoop was Noel O'Connor '86. I told him under four hours was a waste of a guess. 
Furthermore, he said if he won, he wanted to donate the proceeds of the dinner back to the charity. When I told my wife 
that story, she wept. 

If it were not for the generosity of classmates like Dean LePage, Brian Szandtner, Dave Blacker, Brian Churchill, John 
O'Neill, Marcel lo Ausenda, Francesco Lamanna, Matt Collins and Mike Furtado, I would not be anywhere near the 
$60,000 that I have raised so far. It goes to show you what a group of stand-up people St. Mike's has produced. I really 
wished I could have written to the other 1 50 alumni in the class just out of plain courtesy, but my hands gave out. I do 
know that nine kids will end up with the brain operations they need. My work with the charity has done wonders for my 
self-esteem. I don't feel I have wasted a year as a semi-retired windsurfing bum. I feel I made a difference in the lives of 
some children. I also feel I got in touch with many people with whom I should not have lost touch. 

My wife and I owe a lot to our son, Luke, who has given us so much love and a reason to reach out to others. We thank 
you for giving us a voice.

Murray Costello '53 received the 
Sport Achievement Award from 
the University of Windsor. Murray 
played for the NHL's Chicago 
Blackhawks, the Detroit Red Wings, 
Boston Bruins, the AHL's Hershey 
Bears and the Edmonton Flyers of 
the WHL. His NHL career spanned 
1 62 regular season games. One 
of his greatest accomplishments 
was a 20-year span as President 
of the Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association (now Hockey Canada) 
where he made significant 
contributions to the merging of Hockey Canada and the 
Canadian Hockey Association. He oversaw the formation of 
the Canadian women's team and the rapid development of 
women's hockey. In 2005, Murray was the 93rd person to be 
inducted as a Builder in the Canadian Hockey Hall of Fame. 
He is one of 14 St. Michael's grads in the Hall of Fame. 

Richard (Dick) Aubry '55 retired in 1 998 from St. Lawrence 
College as a Marketing Instructor and recently retired 
from another company he co-founded, Seaway News. 
He has since been appointed to the Board of Directors of 
the National Capital Commission (NCC). Richard lives in 
Williamstown, ON.

Fr. Daniel Zorzi, C.S.B. (1960-2009), 
a man of indomitable spirit. 

The St. Michael's College School community has been 

deeply saddened by the passing of our dear friend 

Fr. Daniel Zorzi, C.S.B. .The Basilian Fathers have lost a 

little bit of their future and a part of their past. Fr. Zorzi lost 

a two-year battle with cancer at the age of 48 on January 

16,2009. 

Fr. Zorzi C.S.B. served as President of St. Michael's College 
School from 2000-2005 while leading the school through 
its 1 50th anniversary. Prior to joining the St. Michael's 
community, he spent five years as Pastor at Assumption 
Church in Windsor, Ontario while lecturing on Canon 
Law at Assumption University. Under Fr. Zorzi's, C.S.B. 
leadership, St. Michael's completed its capital expansion 
program and installed a state-of-the-art sports field. He 
was instrumental in re-establishing a young Basilian 
presence on the teaching staff along with a renewed 
energy and dedication in strengthening the school's 
renowned hockey program. 

As a young priest whose first degree was in psychology, 
he was appointed chaplain at St. Thomas More College 
in Saskatoon. Fr. Zorzi C.S.B. spent his last two years in 
London, Ontario, where he used his PhD in Canon Law 
helping fellow Basilian Bishop, Ronald Fabbro, C.S.B. 



in the London diocese's Office of Canonical Services 
and its marriage tribunal. He was also Associate Pastor 
of London's St. Peter's Cathedral, and served as a judge 
for the Diocese of London Marriage Tribunal. Michael 
Tremblay, director of the tribunal, noted Fr. Zorzi's skill 
and sensitivity in dealing with client couples was done so 
in a "professional, thorough and articulate manner." 

Fr. Allan Smith, C.S.B. a French teacher of Fr. Zorzi's at 

St. Mary's College in Sault Ste. Marie saw him "as a very 

determined person, and his indomitable spirit was in full 

evidence as he battled the final stages of cancer." His 

long battle with cancer did indeed have a profound and 

lasting impression on colleagues and family. His brother, 

Chris, noted that during Easter of 2008, his family's Sault 

Ste. Marie parish faced a challenge when 

their pastor took an unexpected leave of 

absence. While sick and weakened, 

Fr. Zorzi was granted permission to travel 

from Princess Margaret Hospital in Toronto 

and celebrate his final Easter Mass in front 

of his family and hometown congregation. 

"He taught us not only how to live but 

how to die," said Fr. Jim Mockler, who 

served with Fr. Dan at London's St. Peter's 

Basilica. 



Fr. Zorzi is survived by his parents 
Ernest and Marlene (nee Wierzbicki) 
and siblings, Chris (Sandra), and their 
children, Cody and Matthew, Kelly and 
her husband Vince Boudreau and their 
children, Jordache, Keagan and Paul, and 
his wife Lisa and their children, Nicholas 
and Althena. 

Mass was celebrated at St. Basil's Church, 
Toronto followed by interment in Sault Ste. 
Marie.

Fr. John Leonard "Bud" Cullen, 
C.S.B 36 (1918-2008) 

Bud, as he was known to his Basilian confreres and friends 
was born in Toronto on May 22, 1 91 8. After graduating 
from St. Michael's College School in 1936, he entered 
St. Basil's Novitiate. His first appointment was at St. Mike's 
on Bay Street. From 1950-79 Bud taught at Aquinas 
Institute in Rochester, N.Y where he became an integral 
facet of Aquinas history. As head of the Art Department, 
Bud introduced a variety of courses and made it possible 
for students in art to earn a New York State Regent's 
credit. The Performing Arts Club was perhaps the only 
extracurricular activity at Aquinas that was co-ed before 
young women were able to enroll as students. In his 
long stay at Aquinas, Bud produced over sixty plays and 
musicals. He was an expert in music, acting, lighting and 
costume design. Dave Sherman, a former student of 
Fr. Bud's recalls, "I learned much in my four years in 
the art room at Aquinas. His was no "cookie cutter" 
curriculum. Rather than simply break open a commercial 
set of colours, we actually made our own paint, then 
learned how to put it on canvas. We used the Speedball 
pen and ink method to execute ornate lettering styles by 
hand, the fonts now just a click away inside millions of 
computers. More than creative skills, they were lessons in 
patience and self-esteem." 

What was Aquinas' loss was St. Michael's gain when 
in 1 984 Bud came to pass on his creative energies and 
talent. He specialized in calligraphy, silk screen printing 
and ceramics. As moderator of the school yearbook, he 
practiced his skills in photography and computerized 
publishing. He was always there for the students, many 



of whom sought him out after graduating. No mention 
of Fr. Cullen would be complete without including his 
love for hockey and baseball. He loved the "Original Six" 
and ranked his beloved Maple Leafs far above all clubs. 
For Bud, being a good person and being a disciplined 
individual in charge of his actions, were as important 
as the knowledge he acquired in education. When it 
came to baseball, just ask Jerry Howarth, Blue Jays radio 
broadcaster. Jerry's moving eulogy not only summed up 
Bud's affection for the game, but spoke of Bud, the priest, 
the artist and the friend. Jerry asked his son Ben '96, what 
he recalled of Fr. Bud and he replied that, "Fr. Bud was 
always in a happy, smiling mood, in love with life and 
what his students were doing." When son Joe '97, himself 
a student of photography, was asked the same question, he 
said, "I was impressed with Fr. Bud's up to date interest in 
digital photography, and moreover, his love of baseball." 
They both recall that Bud was at every major event taking 
pictures and "he really enjoyed it. He was passionate 
about his work; you could see it," recalls Joe. Jerry also 
had an active e-mail correspondence with Fr. Cullen. He 
remembers one such note as to how appreciative Bud was 
in the vivid and thoughtful way Jerry broadcast the Jays' 
games for his blind brother, Fr. Ron Cullen, C.S.B. '32. 
"He made everything so clear," says Jerry. 

Yes, this was Fr. Bud Cullen, C.S.B. priest, teacher, friend 
to many, a lover of life and a model for us all. It could well 
be said that Fr. Bud's instruction and guidance included a 
"yes you can." 

When Fr. Bud needed special health care, he moved to 
Anglin House in the Cardinal Flah iff Centre, Toronto. He 
is predeceased by his sister Doreen. Condolences are 
extended to his brothers Raymond, Frs. Ronald, C.S.B. '32 
and Dermott, C.S.B. '43. 

John Bonvivere '51 former President of the Alumni 
Association, 1994-96 died peacefully on November 
2nd, 2008 after a short battle with cancer. John will be 
remembered not only for his organizing and participation 
in the Annual Golf Tournament and Turkey Roll, but for 
his long-standing dedication to the Alumni Association. 
In 1 992, he was one of the founders of the re-vitalized 
Alumni Association, during the tenure of Fr. Leo Campbell 
C.S.B.. In 1 991 , he served on a committee along with 
Harry Flood '57 and Robert Bratti '55 which focused 
on reconnecting with grads from the 1 950's. In 1 992, he 
became 2nd Vice-President of the Alumni Association and 
a very active member of the The Building Fund campaign. 
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From 1 994-1 997, John served as President 
of the Alumni Association and was a strong 
advocate for raising awareness of the 
Association among current students. The annual 
graduating class luncheon held each December 
is testimony to his vision. Under his leadership, 
the Blue Banner acquired a full-time editor; he 
spearheaded the competition to create a school 
flag, enhanced the golf tournament into a celebrity-alumni 
event and encouraged the revitalization of the Turkey Roll. 
As President, he also served on the new school Advisory 
Board created by Fr. Mohan C.S.B. '48 in 1996. 

Perhaps Peter Thurton '81 best sums up John's care for the 
school. At the 2007 Turkey Roll, John pulled him aside and 
said, "You and I need to work together to do something 
big for the school, but without any fanfare. I'm thinking 
about those boys who are less fortunate than others, and 
would like to, but cannot afford to attend St. Mike's. We 
should get together and work on this/' Peter recalls, "This 
is the John I knew and admired." 

John's presence, thoughtful insight and work ethic to 
all things St. Michael, will never be forgotten. Beloved 
husband of June, loving father of Michael '86 (Norma) 
and Carla (Elvi Cal '82) grandfather of James, Michaela, 
Andrew '07 and Justin Cal; brother of Joe (Yolanda). 

Fr. Thomas Stokes, C.S.B. passed away on February 1 6, 
2009. Tom "Buddy" to his relatives and friends attended 
the University of St. Michael's College where he earned 
a bachelor's degree in math and physics and a Master's 
and PhD in philosophy. He entered the Basilian Novitiate 
in 1 947 and was ordained in 1 952. He said his first mass 
at St. Vincent de Paul Church, Toronto and then taught 
at St. Michael's College School from 1 958-1 960. He 
was a lecturer at St. John Fisher College in Rochester, 
N.Y. and from 1 960-66, he was Assistant Professor in 
Philosophy at St. Thomas More College at the University 
of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon. Father Stokes was Assistant, 
Associate Professor of Theology at Assumption University 
in Windsor from 1 966-83. It was in Windsor that he met 
his dear friend Sister Catherine McCann who introduced 
him to the world of hospital chaplaincy where she 
worked. Fr. Stokes, C.S.B. eventually became the Catholic 
Chaplain at West Park Health Care Centre and Humber 
Memorial Hospital in 1985, and remained at the two 
hospitals until 2005. He often said that his work there was 
the most rewarding of his life. 
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Frank Gardi '55 - a longtime TV personality, volunteer and 
a man of courage and spirit died suddenly on November 
1 8, 2008. One can't go very far in Sault Ste, Marie, the 
home of Fr. Dan Zorzi, C.S.B., without hearing the name 
of Frank Gardi. For years, Frank suffered from prostate 
cancer and Hepatitis B, contracted after surgery. His trips 
to Toronto and London, Ontario, hospitals were frequent, 
and throughout, he persevered in the belief that he had 
big things to do before his time had come. And these he 
did without fanfare, but with devotion in promoting his 
city's culture and the people he loved. After graduating 
from Ryerson Institute in Toronto in 1958, with a degree 
in Radio and Television, Frank returned home to work 
for QIC television. Among his many achievements 
were his work as a volunteer director of fundraising and 
public relations for the Sault Symphony's Orchestra, 
founding member of the Lakeshore Kiwanis, Chair of the 
Red Shield Appeal for the Salvation Army through the 
1 970's, initiated the Rotary Easter Seal Telethon in 1 982. 
As Rotary President in 1987, he chaired the Polio Plus 
fundraising campaign, raising more than $1 00,000 for 
the immunization of children in the developing world. 
Beginning in 1993, he chaired the Musicfest: Bratwurst, 
Beer and Beethoven, a one-day fundraising event for the 
symphony and the Symphony School of Music, raising 
$150,000. For 20 years, Frank served as Executive Director 
of the Ontario Winter Carnival Bon Soo Pageant. In 1999, 
Frank received the city's highest honour, the Medal of 
Merit. That same year he was honoured by the Ministry 
of Culture and Recreation for outstanding volunteerism in 
the province. His longtime friend, Wayne Turner, recalls 
Frank's untiring community work ethic. He remembers a 
gravely ill Gardi in London's intensive care unit "calling 
to wish me a happy birthday... he 
went through hell through all his 
sickness and I don't ever recall him 
being negative." 

As a classmate and friend, I had 
the privilege of meeting Frank on 
his Toronto visits and never once 
did he tell his story of suffering or 
achievements. He did tell me that 
he adopted his positive attitude for 
life from his father, Angelo, a doctor, 
who would take him on many of 
his house calls. "Frank" he would 
say, "God put you on this earth 
to help others and work hard." 
His Dad would financially assist

community affairs. Like father, like son, Frank was a class 
act possessing an unbelievable spirit for life, for family and 
for community Of course, coming to St. Mike's from the 
North made him and many others, special people. Frank 
leaves his wife Patti (nee Greenwood) and Christopher 
lason Gardi (Shannon) his daughter, Lisa lean Gardi, Paul 
Francis Gardi (Maria); grandchildren, Anthony, Michael 
and Nicholas.

Mike O'Brien '41 

After a long battle with Alzheimer's Disease, Mike 
O'Brien, passed away on March 4, 2009. Mike was a 
scholar of the O'Brien family having surprised many when 
he graduated with a medal from the School of Practical 
Science, (Engineering) University of Toronto, in 1946. 
His miraculous recovery from a serious industrial mishap 
is proof positive of the power of prayer. He leaves Mary 
Madeline, his loving and devoted wife of fifty-nine years, 
sons Christopher of Toronto, Dr. David of Belleville, 
and daughter Maureen of Peterborough, along with five 
grandchildren and two sisters, Kathleen and Mary.

A Brother Remembers 

Frank Sheehan '55 fondly recalls his brothers and their 
contribution to St. Michael's 

It has been a Sheehan family tradition of sending their 
sons to St. Mike's for their final year in high school. My 
predeceased brothers, Fr. Peter C.S.B. '43 and Fr. Paul 
C.S.B. '48 both taught at St. Michael's College School. 

Peter died prematurely two months before his 44th 
birthday in 1 972 from a severe heart condition. Among 
his achievements were an Honours B.A. in Music and 
History and a degree from the Association of the Toronto 
Conservatory of Music in organ and speech. Later in his 
career he consolidated, edited and revised St. Basil's 
Hymnal that was used extensively throughout Ontario 
dioceses. After ordination in 1 953, Fr. Peter studied theology 
in Rome and was awarded a Doctorate in Sacred Theology 
from the Angel icum in 1 956. He taught for 1 1 years at St. 
John Fisher College in Rochester and became Chairman 
of the Theology Department and Dean of Men. He also 
served on the executive of the American Theological 
Association. In 1967, Fr. Peter was appointed Director of 
the Newman Center at the University of Toronto. He was 
a founding member of the Campus Ministries Foundation, 
an ecumenical endeavour to coordinate and enhance 
chaplaincy service to the campus community. 

Fr. Paul, C.S.B., served his entire 40-year priestly life as 
a teacher at St. Mike's; his subjects were math, physics 
and then, industrial arts. He was an extremely talented 
builder having completely re-designed and enlarged the 
original school chapel at the north end of the main first 
floor corridor along with adding a gallery for the new 
organ. I seem to recall that he became responsible for 
maintenance and security of the whole school property. 

He was very creative and served on the Science 
Committee for the Province of Ontario, and he had a 
workshop in the basement of the old St. Clair residence 
where he designed science teaching aids, produced by 
his students and sold for below market prices to schools 
across Canada. 

In another capacity, he served as Chaplain for a small 
order of religious women: Our Lady's Missionaries. A 
major source of their income came from a property at 
244 Church St, a residence for single women. Fr. Paul 
consolidated four contiguous buildings into one unit, 
completely renovated it and brought it up to building code 
standards. What is particularly interesting about that 
venture was that he convinced the Ministry of Education 
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to designate the project as a course and the St. Michael's 
student workers received academic credit for learning the 
basics and application of carpentry, electrical, plumbing, 
heating, painting, flooring and ceiling tile installation. 
Two of his students subsequently established successful 
construction companies. He also designed and built a 
marvelous retreat/cottage where the sisters could restore 
their energies after prolonged terms in their foreign 
missions. I especially remember my brother, Fr. Paul, as a 
very holy man, humble in the pursuit of his vocation and a 
'helluva' piano player.
